ORDINARY OATS OR HULLESS 


At this time of the year in the 
prairie provinces the question is fre- 
quently asked regarding the advisabil- 
ity of sowing hulless oats in prefer- 
ence to hulled oats for ordinary farm 
purposes. The fact that the glumes 
do not adhere to the kernel of the 
hulless oats seems to appeal to the 
fancy of many farmers. 

Hulless oats are not as useful a 
crop for most purposes for which oats 
are used as the ordinary hulled var- 
ieties. For the feeding of young calv- 
es or pigs or as a feed for poultry 
they are to be preferred to the hulled 
sorts on account of the absence of the | 
hull. As a concentrated food for | 
horses, however, ordinary oats are far 
superior to hulless oats and on ac- 
count of their bulky character are one 
cf the safest of all feeds. | 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta- | 
‘on, Indian Head, Saskatchewan, the | 
best varieties of hulless oats, such as 
Liberty and Laurel, have been tested 
for the past five years against stan- 
dard varieties like Banner and Vic- 
tory. In these tests the hulless var- 
ieties have matured on the average, 
seven days earlier than Banner and 
Victory but have yielded from twenty- 
two to twenty-four bushels to the acre 
less. This difference in yield is very 
significant indeed and should not be 
overlooked when considering the ad- 
visability of choosing between hulless 
oats or ordinary oats. Unless there 
is some very special reason for grow- 
ing hulless oats, ordinary hulled sorts 
are likely to give better results,

STRAW MULCH FOR WHEAT 


A statement was va a few years 


ago by a farmer in the Regina Dis- 
trict that he had inereased the yield 
of his wheat crop by several buahels 
where a straw mulch was spread on 
the land after seeding. An experi- 
ment was, therefore, undertaken by 
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of public works will be going east 
and will consummate the agreement 
on behalf of this provinee.

Plets of wheat were seeded in dup- 
licate or both summerfallow and 
spring .ploughed stubble, . Straw was 
seattered on the land.at the rate of 
1 1-2 tons per acre within a few days 
after szeding.. In addition, an equal 
number of plots were seeded and left 
unmulched for purposes of comparis- 
on. ’ 

This experiment has been in opera- 
tion for two years. Volunteer grain 
and more weeds were observed ‘on 
plots mulched with straw. The aver- 
age yield of wheat on fallow was 82.2 
bushels per acre where a straw mulch 
was used, c with 33.3 bushels 
for plots receiving no mulch, On 
spring ploughed stubble the average 
yield was 28,2 bushels per acre fo 
the plots receiving straw mulch and 
27.5. bughels where no mulch was us- 
ed. “These results show apparent de- 
creases of approximately one bushel 
for straw mulch on summer-fallow 
and stubble wheat, respectively. For 
practical purposes. the ‘indications 
from these results are that straw 
mulching will not affect the yield of 
wheat in northwestern Saskatchewan,

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CHESTER WHITE HOGS PROVED 
POOR INVESTMENT 


Of ‘nterest in connection with the 
selling campeign carried on ‘n a num- 
ber of districts in the Province last 
summer by the Central United States 
Swine Co., an American organization 
promcting the sale of Chester White 
hogs, is an article recently reprinted 
in the Chicago Drovers’ Journal. It 
will be recalled that the Aberta De- 
partment of Agriculture issued a 
warning to farmers in the province at 
that time as to the position of. the 
company and the possibility of diffi- 
culty in enforcing the terms of the 
contract which they were asked to 
sign. 

The present position of the com- 
pany is indicated in the following dis- 
patch, referred to above. 

‘‘Spokane, Wash., March 19---The 
Status of the brood sow market in the 
United Staes will be scanned by a 
committee of attorneys selected by 
150 creditors of the Central U.S. 
Swine Company, who met at the Spo- 
kane hotel to determine how the af- 
fairs of the concern can be worked out 
to the advantage of creditors. 

Discussion among creditofs* from 
Washington, Oregon, Montara, Idaho 
and British Columbia showed that the 
concern which recently, it is said, had 
trouble in operating in the Dakotas, 
had an unusuel method it proposed 
as a means of populating the country 
with fine sows. : 

The conditions were that the com- 
pany would sell a man a blooded sow 
for $95 and take her sow pigs at 150 
lhe. at $35 each. It was disclosed 
that many persons made money who 
enrolled early. Albtorneys declared 
that as the business expanded and the 
company accepted notes, their assets
